eradication of a portion of the 
panfish population periodically 
and eventually develop a nor­ 
thern pike spawning marsh and 
111 acres of this 158 acre lake 
were treated with rotenone for 
intensive management for pan­ 
fish production over the next 
several years. 
Clear Lake: 
In 
1958 
the 
abundance of yellow perch and 
common white 
suckers 
were 
partially eradicated using ro­ 
tenone and the lake was re­ 
stocked 
with 
rainbow 
trout. ! 
These rainbow produced a good 
trout fishery in the following 
years until the perch and suc­ 
ker poulation again built up to 
compete with the trout.

fingerling rainbows. The lake 
is open to fishing during De­ 
cember, January and February. .

1963 failed. Rainbow were re­ 
introduced in the fall, 1963 and 
these produced a good fishery 
In 
1964, however, the sunfish 
population 
mushroomed 
and j 
somehow the northern pike and 
yellow perch were unscrupu­ 
lously stocked in this lake to 
the detriment of the trout fish­ 
ery which had become so popu­ 
lar. A heavier dosage of rote- 
nane was used this fall to era­ 
dicate all species present. In as 
much as the water was still 
toxic this fall. Nineteen Lake 
will not be restocked with rain­ 
bow until the Spring of 1965. 
Bluegill Lake: A large stun­ 
ted perch population was era­ 
dicated with rotenone in the 
Fall of 1963.

Inasmuch as the water was still 
toxic this fall, the lake will not 
be restocked until the spring of 
1965. An abundant population 
of rock bass was eradicated 
from this same lake in 
1957 
and the lake 
restocked 
with 
brook trout only. It is apparent 
the same people are restocking 
these lakes with warm water 
species: in this instance, first 
with rock bass and then with 
yellow perch. The warm water 
species respond rapidly to fav­ 
orable spawning and food con­ 
ditions. multiply 
rapidly 
and 
the trout succumb to the com- j 
petitors or do not grow. The 
“sportsman” can be his own 
worst enemy in situations like 
this.

Deer Season 
Was Good One 


A "very good season” with 
an 
increase over 
last year's 
good deer harvest is reported by 
the district Conservation De­ 
partment at Newberry for the 
eastern U P. area. 
The season had heavier hunt­ 
ing on the east side of the M77 
boundary for the special sea­ 
son on the 14th opening and 
this slackened the second day 
when the season opened east of 
the boundary. 
A 2 n hour rain on Nov. 15 
cancelled hunting that day. Af­ 
ter Nov. 19 snow discouraged 
hunters, the report indicates. 
J There appeared to be less hunt­ 
ers. possibly due only to a one- 
dav differential 
in 
the split 
opening dates. 
Drummond Island 
Drummond Island had a re­ 
markably good harvest. It has 
had 
anterless 
seasons 
since 
1956, excepting 1961. The num ­ 
ber of deer harvested has been 
more than in other areas. 
In the future the department 
will need to make more clear 
the reasons for rejections of ap­ 
plications. Some mis-interpret- 
ed 
rejected 
applications, 
for 
improperly 
filing, 
to 
mean 
areas 
were 
oversubscribed, 
when actually they were not 
and news releases reported the 
undersubscription. The criticism 
was severe due to the misun­ 
derstanding, said L. G. Sche- 
nenauer, district game biologist. 
The Counts 
At the Straits of Mackinac, 
there were 13,349 deer and 191 
bear taken across as of Dec. 
3. This was the highest since 
1959, when there were 16,106 
deer, but only 85 bears. The 
deer count was the third high­ 
est in the bridge history. The 
second high was 13,365 in 1958. 
In 1957, there were 9,224 deer 
taken across. 
Drummond 
Island 
reported 
618 deer, as compared with 457 
last year, and 41 per cent of 
these anterless. Seney Refuge 
had 1650 hunters and a kill of 
160 on opening day. Total 1964 
kills is estimated at 170 deer 
by 2386 hunters. 
Good Success 
The 
Hiawatha 
Sportsmen’s 
club had 400 hunters with 66 
deer killed. This was the sec­ 
ond year for harvest of anter­ 
less deer. Last year the kill was 
94. with 12 anterless. In 1961, 
there were 65 deer killed and in 
1962, 61. 
Blaney 
Park 
had 
60 deer 
killed, with 105 hunters report­ 
ed. for 57 per cent success. This 
was 
the 
highest 
since 
1960, 
when 68 were killed. In 
86 deer were killed, for 
per cent success ratio. 
Neebish Island had 27 
removed from the island, 
approxim ately 200 hunting. Of 
these 12 were anterless. This 
was down from 37 last year 
and 52 in 1962. Sugar Isle had 
a kill of 18 deer with IOO plus 
hunting. This was double the 
nine taken last year, and the 
highest in the past seven years. 
1^4-Year Class 
Seventy-four per cent of the 
bucks taken on Drummond Is­ 
land were in the lV2-year class. 
The 
record 
proves 
excellent 
survival and carry-over from 
last winter and the importance 
of this age-class in the total 
kill, said Schemenauer. 
The extrem e winter of 1959- 
60 was followed by a poor deer 
season, during which the kill 
of I Lo-year bucks was 29 per 
cent. 
The 
increased 
harvest 
shows a good carryover of deer 
and proves that anterless deer 
hunting 
contributes 
to

survival,

said. 
Fewer deer on limited win­ 
ter range allows the remaining 
deer to feed 
better, produce
